Dr. K details 
new oil plan 


CHICAGO (AP). — Secretary of 
State Henry Hisinger yesterday de- 
manded that Western Burope and 
Japan join the U.S. immediately in 
a joint effort to meet the energy 
crisis, or face international chaos 
and ultimate loss of freedom. 
In a speech prepared for a Uni- 
versity of Chicago er, Kissin- 
ger outlined a five-point plan to 
cut dependence on imported oil. 
His words, his most militant yet, were 
aimed more at the industrialized 
nations than at the oil-producing 
states that triggered the oil crisis. 
Kissinger outlined a five-point 
programme for dealing both with 
the supply of oil and the problems 
i from the tremendous flow 
of Western currency to the petro- 
Jeum-producing nations. 
. The five points were: 
@ An acceleration of national pro- 
grammes of energy conservation, 
primarily by reducing demand. This 
would cut dependency on imported 
oll over the next decade “to no more 
than one-fifth” of the industrialized 
world's total energy consumption. 
@ Continuation of the development 
of new ΟἹ reserves and other 
sources of energy, with the U.S. 
Japan and Western Europe making 
a “major shift toward nuclear power, 
coal, gas and other sources.” 
@ Development of a programme 
“to protect against ofl emer- 
gencies and to safeguard the inter- 
national financial system," which is 
under intolerable strains because of 
high oil prices, 
@ The industrial West must con- 
tinue alding at least at current 
levels the underdeveloped countries, 
who are hardest hit by the high cost 
of oll. Kissinger included food aid 
in this category. 
@ Only when “the consumers have 
taken some collective steps to- 
ward a durable solution” can the oll 
producing nations be brought into 
ἃ conference “to establish a fair and 
durable long-term relationship,” Kis- 
singer said.

Throughout yesterday Lebanese 
soldiers and gendarmerie could be 
seen stepping up their patrols close 
to the border, and Lebanese army 
vehicles could be seen heading into 
Nabatiya. 

Lebanese talking to Israelis on the 
vorder said the Israeli artillery bar- 
rage ‘had come as a complete sur. 
prise. For about two hours, they 
said, heavy shells had fallen every 
three minutes on the Nabatiya area. 

The central region of the northern 
border, where Israeli units clashed 
with attacked terrorists at the Leba- 
nese village of Sarubin, was calm 
yesterday. But residents of Dovev 
said they ‘believed Wednesday night's 
shelling of their area had been car- 
ried out by Lebanese army mortars 
and not by terrorists. 

It is known that in the last few 
days Lebanese artillery thas been 
shelling Israeli units when they acted 
against terrorism. 

In Kiryat Shmona, where workers 
had already replaced the glass blown 
out of two flats by the Katyusha, 
the atmosphere was good yesterday. 
It was learned that Mrs. Zrihan, 
had ‘hhad the shrapnel which lodged 
im her abdomen removed at Safad’s 
Rebecca Sieff Hospital.

Allon sees envoys

THE GRIM reaction which swept 
Israel at the sight of PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat, holster on_ hip, 
acknowledging with clenched hands 
the UN General Assembly's stand- 
ing ovation, has been tempered 
somewhat by the bitter gratification 
of being able to say to the world, 
“We told you so.” 

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon cal- 
led in all the foreign ambassadors 
stationed in Israel yesterday and 
asked them to convey just that 
message to their governments. 

Arafat's address, he seid, had 
been “proof of what ought to have 
been clear to every state in the 
world long ago: that the real aim, 
indeed the one and only aim, of 
the Arab terrorist gangs is the 
Hquidation of the State of Israel. 
All the'empty rhetoric and verbal 
posturing designed to create an 
impression of apparent moderation 
have not availed. The voice of Ara- 
fat was and remains the voice of 
indiscriminate terror, the crack of 
the gun without any suggestion of 
the olive branch of peace.” 

Israel would “neither recognize 
nor negotiate with terrorist organi- 
zations that seek its destruction,” 
Mr. Allon went on. “In exercise of 
its fundamental right of self-de- 
fence, it will fight these armed 
gangs to the bitter end by every 
Means it sees fit." 

The Foreign Minister chided 
Western states which had sought 
to “moderate the PLO by extend- 
ing to it political respectability. 


“Israel has declared again and 
again that the unprecedented deci- 
sion to invite the terrorist organi- 
zation known as the PLO to appear 
before the General Assembly would 
not bring about any moderation but 
merely feed its extremism. Indeed, 
Yasser Arafat's address demonstra- 
tes that he and his accomplices 
saw in the decision of the Genera] 
Assembly to invite them to appear 
before it, a success and an en- 
couragement for terrorism and for 
aggressive extremism — and not 
the opposite. Whoever deludes him- 
self into thinking that to provide a 
political platform, such as that of 
the General Assembly, would mode- 
rate the positions of the PLO, must 
Tecognize his grave error. The de- 
cision of the General Assembly of 
October 14 strengthened extremism 
at Rabat, which in turn fed the 
extremism and hatred of Arafat's 
speech.” 

Mr. Allon had harsh words for 
the UN itself. 

“The day on which the leader of 
the terrorist organizations appeared 
upon the rostrum of the General 
Assembly was a dark day, a day of 
shame, for the United Nations. 
What he said is conclusive proof of 
the lamentable fact that the United 
Nations, which in its origin was 
meant to be a platform for peace, 
has become a platform for calls to 
battle and to wars of annihilation. 
A combination of enmity, hypocrisy, 
appeasement and surrender to 
blackmail has made it such.”

Arafat speech confuses 


Middle East dialogue

Yasser Arafat's speech before 
the United Nations has confused 
the entire Issue of the Middle East 
political dialogue which the U.S. 
has carefully built up over many 
months, according to a foreign 
political source. 

After Egypt, Syria and Jordan 
had intimated their readiness to 
recognize the State of Israel, al- 
beit with conditions, Arafat has 
now challenged the existence of 
that state. 

It was thought that Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger would not 
‘initiate any further moves in his 
mediation efforts in the Middle 
East until the UN General Assem- 
bly and the Arab states crystallize 
their attitude on the Palestinians. 


American sources reportedly told 
several UN delegates yesterday 
that the PLO stand as presented 
by Arafat was “far away" from 
Washington's position, which ac- 
cepts no challenge to Israel's exist- 
ence and sovereignty. The Amer. 
feans were said to be counting on 
the understanding of such a posi. 
tion by several UN member states. 
including the Soviet Union and 
West European countries de- 
spite the differences between these 
countries over the interpretation of 
“Palestinian rights.” 

The Americans were reported to 
be hoping that the Genera] Assem- 
bly would still adopt a resolution 
which would not hazard the pros- 
pects of the political settlement pro- 
moted by Dr. Kissinger during the 
past year. 

Diplomatic sources said yesterday 
that Kissinger might still launch a 
major Middle East offensive, but 
not before the end of next month 
and possibly even mid-January, after 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev com- 
Pletes his tour of the Middle East. 

Kissinger was expected to review 
latest Middle East developments 
with Saudi Arabia's Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs, Sheikh Omar 
Sakkaf, this weekend. The Amer- 
icans believe that Saudi Arabia 
might be able to persuade Syria to 
extend the mandate of the UN peace- 
keeping forces on the Golan front 
at the end of this month.

Germany concerned 
over new Mid East war

BONN. — West German Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt voiced concern 
here last night that war might break 

out again in the Middle East. 

Speaking at a dinner for foreign 
journalists, he said he had “informa- 
tion from many sources and through 
many channels" indicating the pre- 
sent ceasefire might be broken by 
one of the sides involved. But he 
declined to indicate which side would 
make the first move. 

The Chancellor's remarks were 
brief and carefully worded in con- 
trast to his lengthy discourse on 
dangers facing the international 
economy from higher oll prices de- 
manded by Arab oil-producers, 

Asked if West Germany and the 
U.S. were consulting each other 
about U.S. arms - deliveries from 
German soil to “third countries,” 
Schmidt answered only with, “No, not 
that 1 know of.” During the October 
war Bonn refused to allow the U.S. 
to ship military equipment from 
German sojl to Israel. 

At the time the German Govern- 
ment under Chancellor Willy Brandt 
complained bitterly about: lack of 
consultation between Washington 
and Bonn, which claimed it was try- 
ing to maintain a “balanced policy” 
towards Israel and Arab states. 

Mr. Schmidt last night ducked 
any public comment on Yasser Ara- 
fat’s UN appearance, The Chancvl- 
lor recalled only that Bonn had “ab- 
stained” when the UN vote original- 
ly came up on permitting the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization to 
speak to the world body. z

Biton given 
partial pardon

Black Pénther leader Charlie 
Biton will be a free man on Sunday 
ag a result of a Presidential decision 
yesterday to reduce his seven-month 
Prison term to a three-year sus- 
pended sentence, 

The decision brings to an end a 
series of demonstrations by the 
Panthers and their supporters 
throughout the country and as far 
as France to free Biton, who was 
found guilty of assaulting a police- 
man in 1972.

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Nato Secretary-General Luns: 
Russian might could 
cut Allied supplies 


LONDON (UPI). — Nato Secre- 
tary-General Joseph Lung said yes- 
terday that Russia, with its vastly 
increased military and naval might, 
could cut off allled supplies in any 
new East-West crisis and “compel 
us to chose between surrender and 
a nuclear holocaust.” 

Luns sounded the warning at the 
plenary session of the North Atlan- 
tie Assembly, the political arm of 
Nato which opened yesterday. 

He expressed qualified support 
for the current efforts for East- 
West detente, saying peace does not 
depend on professed intentions, but 
on the credibility of the deterrent 
and on effective conventional 
weapons. 


NUCLEAR SUBS — 


An expert report prepared for 
the assembly said Russia was out- 
building the U.S. in quclear mis- 
sile submarines, is deploying new 
systems of more powerful rockets 
with multiple warheads iMirv: and 
is reinforcing its push into the 
Indian Ocean, where the Soviet 
Union has a chain of base facili- 
tes. 

British Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson, on a more hopeful note, 
said, “The old atmosphere of mutual 
incomprehension is giving way to a 
continuing and potentially fruitful 
dialogue.” 

But he warned that economic 
problems and {115 — the spectre of 
rapid inflation, the threat of mass 
unemployment and the high cost of 


ofl could threaten “the very 
survival of our democratic institu- 
tlons.” 

“If solutions are to be found, we 
will need to mobilize international 
cooperation on the widest possible 
scale," Wilson added. 

The Prime Minister signified a 
Hkely reduction of Britain's financial 
contribution to Nato, 

“At this time of severe economic 
strain we cannot continue to carry 
a burden proportionately greater 
than that of our major allies," he 
said. 

In an aside, he said American 
forces represent only one-tenth of 
Nato's ground forces in Europe, 
adding that others like Britain, 
France, Belgium and the Nether- 
lands also have forces serving out- 
side their territory. 

President Ford in a message :to 
the assemlby sald that more than 
ever, the realities and challenges of 
an interdependent world call for 
cooperation among the Allies and 
pledged support for strengthening 
relations among them. 

West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt in a cable said the threata 
to the alliance can only be met by 
concerted efforts in defence and in 
the fields of raw materials, and mo- 
netary, economic and trade policies. 

The assembly will meet until to- 
morrow and plans to pass a number 
of resolutions on defence, energy 
and political problema of the al- 
Hance. 


Dollar down, gold soars 
after mark revalue hint 


BONN (Reuter). — The dollar lost 
ground heavily in European mar- 
kets yesterday, as gold — tradi- 
tionally favoured by speculators 
when the U.S. currency is in trouble 
— soared to new peaks, 

At the root of the upheaval were 
remarks by West German Chancel- 
jor Helmut Schmidt about the eco- 
nomic situation which encouraged a 
rush into West German marks, 
Schmidt said in Bonn Wednesday 
night that he had no objection to 
a further mise in the mark's value 
as a way of diminishing his coun- 
try’s massive balance of payments 
surplus. 

A stronger mark would make 
iWest German exports more expen-~ 
sive and its raw material and other 
Imports cheaper. thus helping the 
fight against inflation. 

Dealers in Zurich sald the dollar 
lost eight centimes in value against 


an ounce before settling back slight- 
ly to a level of 188.50. 

In London, the other key gold 
bullion market, gold advanced to a 
new peak fixing of $18825 — and 
at one stage it broke through the 
$190 barrier for the first time. 

London bankers ascribed yester- 
day's currency movements partly to 
basic uncertainties in financial mar- 
kets over how individual western 
industrial economies will deal with 
the apparently deepening interna- 
tonal recession and continued in- 
flation.

LISBON (UPI). — Overseas Minis- 
ter Antonio de Almeida Santos said 
yesterday unless the three freedom 


movements in Angola reached agree- 
ment on a future government for

Santos said in an interview with 
the “Diario de Noticias,” “It does 
not do any good to be unrealistic or 
to dream.

MOSCOW (UPI). — A group of 
leading Soviet dissidents yesterday 
annourted completion of a book on 
the decline of Russian culture, in- 
cluding three previously unpublished 
works by exiled author Alexander 
Soizhenttsyn. 

A bulky typescript of the new 
book was unvelled from a rolled copy 
of “Pravda” at a news conference 
attended by its authors, with the 
exception of Solzhenitsyn — now in 
the West — and one anonymous 
contributor. They said the book 
would be published soon by the 
YMCA Press of Paris, which pub- 
lighed Solzhenitsyn’s “Gulag Archi- 
pelago,” a study of Stalinist prison 
camps, 

The book, an anthology, conalsts 
of 11 essays dealing with perceptions 
of Russian culture as Jt exists under 
the Soviet system. : 

Igor Shafarevich, a Lenin Prize- 
winning mathematician and #corres- 
ponding member of the Soviet Aca- 
demy of Sciences, said it had deen 
Solzhenitsyn's idea to produce the 
book. 

In addition to Solzhenitsyn and 
Shafarevich, who each wrote three 
Pieces, the contributors were Mikhail 
Arguraky, a leading Jewish activist, 
and Vadim Borisov and Yevgeny 
Barabanov, both young historians.

Officers gave misleading orders 


‘WASHINGTON {AP). — The US. 
Army’s own investigation of the My 
Lai massacre of possibly 347 ‘Viet- 
namese civilians concludes it reguit- 
ed primarily from orders given by 
some task force officers. 

The report, released on Wednes- 
Say, says that no orders were given 
to Kill everyone in My Lai, but that 
Some of the soldiers involved in the 
action thought that had been impli- 
eit in thelr orders.

Hughes cleared 
in conspiracy 
indictment 


RENO, Nevada (AP}. — A Federal 
Judge has dismissed charges of cri- 
minal conspiracy and stock mani- 
pulation against billionaire Howard 
Hughes and three others, saying the 
indictment “fails to state a public 
offence.” 


U.S. District Judge Bruce Thomp- 
son said Wednesday in an order 
dismissing the indictment that he 
was unable to find any statute or 
regulation “which renders the al- 
Jeged conduct of the defendants 
criminal," 


The indictment, returned by a 
grand jury in Las Vegas on July 
30, charged Hughes and three as- 
sociates with conspiring to drive 
down the price of Air West airline 
stock and force the regional airline 
firm’s directors to sell out to 
Hughes in 1968. 

Attorneys for Hughes and the 
other defendants had argued that 
the indictment was unclear and 
Ὁ failed to ‘state - an offence.-  - 
“ Juage- Th said - “dismissal 
5 of the indictment did not preclude 
possible ‘civil action against the de- 
fendants. 

This was the second indictment 
against Hughes in his acquisition 
of Air West. The first was dismis- 
sed last January by Judge Thomp- 
son, who called it “the worst cri- 
minal pleading” he bad ever heard. 


France passes 
liberalized 
abortion law 


PARIS (AP). — The French Cabi- 
net has approved a law ilegal- 
izing abortion up to the 10th week 
of pregnancy and leaving the de- 
cision entirely up to the expectant 
woman. 

The measure is to be debated 
later this month by Parliament, 
where it is sure to run into stiff op- 
position. 

Under the 54-year-old legislation 
currently in force, abortion is per- 
mitted only if the mother's life is in 
danger. In recent years thousands 
of French women have risked jail 
and a fine to have abortions.

Judge appoints panel of 
doctors to examine Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP). — U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge John Sirica appointed 
ἃ panel of three doctors on Wed- 
nesday to examine former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon and determine 
if he is able to testify in the Water- 
gate cover-up trial. 

Sirica signed an order in which 
he directed the doctors ta conduct 
examinations as “they deem neces- 
sary" and to advise the court whe- 
ther Mr. Nixon might be able to 
travel to Washington to testify or 
give his testimony at a site near 
his home or submit a deposition. 
He told the doctors that 
if the former President was not 
physically capable of any of these 
actions, he wanted their opinion as 
to when he would be. 

The three doctors named were 
Charles Hufnagel, of Washington, 
the panel's chairman; John Spittell, 
87, of the Mayo Clinic of Roches- 
ter, Minn.; and Richard Starr Ross 
of Baltimore. 

All are specialists in cardio-vas- 
cular disorders. 

Siriea directed the doctors to 
report their findings either on an 
interim or final basis by November 
29. 

He told them to “secure the ap- 
proval of Mr. Nixon or his attor- 
ney prior to any examination of 
confidential records and prior to 
any physical examination of Mr.

Demichev, 56, who was born into 
a Russian workers’ family and was 
graduated from a chemical-techno- 
logical institute, rose rapidly through 
the party ranks starting in 1939. 
He was allied with those who forced 
Nikita Khrushchev out of the count- 
ry’s leadership in 1964. Two years 
later he became an alternate mem- 
ber of the ruling Politburo. 

He was chairman of the party's 
central committee ideological com- 
mission, a highly influential body 
responsible for supervising radio, 


television. cinema, the press, and 
cultural relations with foreign 
countries.

the arts, specifically against the

Ze'ev's basic approach to life 
is conservative. He has some re- 
latively harsh words for today’s 
“plastic” culture, in which every- 
thing is replaceable. “We're 
proud to be part of the labour 
tradition, but we also appreciate 
Jewish tradition; our kitchen is 
kosher and a teacher finding a 
group of boys playing football 
on Shabbat is likely to call them 
together for a talk on some tra- 
ditional subject,” Ze'ev says. 

“Our kids Jaugb when you 
mention the gap that is supposed 
to exist between the various 
communities,” he says. ‘Some- 
thmes it is only at a wedding 
of graduates, when the parents 
of the young people meet, that 
the youngsters themselves realize 
that they come from different 
communities. The community gap 
ig an invention of adults; chil- 
dren don’t know the difference,” 
Ze'ev says. . 

“The pupils here made me a 
Zionist all over again,” Ze'ev 
Says with some hyperbole when 
he described the quick adjust- 
ment to the village of four girls 
between the ages of 12 and 15, 
who came here from Baghdad 
after the Yom Kippur War. 

‘We stopped Hemda, 14, a sabra 
student from Ma’alot Dafna, on 
her way to the dining hall and 
asked her what had brought her 
to the . " tei in love 
with the place the first time I 
saw it during a class visit from 

my school,” she said. ‘It has the

She added that at first the 
Village did not want to accept 
her because she had one low 
mark in her second-term re- 
port.

A course at the village which 
is still untgue in Israel is the 
watchmaking course started in 
1966. The four-year course now 
has 25 pupils, all boys. They 
wil have no employment prob- 
Iems efter graduation, as the 
aircraft industry is anxious to 
absorb them. About.three quar- 
ters of the graduates, however, 
have in the past made watch 
repairing thelr career. 

The buildings of the village 
reflect its development from its 
very simple beginnings on the 
desolate hilltop site into a com- 
plex educational setup. Some of 
the original small, stone build- 
ings .are still in use. Around 
them have sprung up 8. succes- 
Bion of modern structures. Only 
8 few months ago the village 
opened its attractive Luigi Ein- 
naudi Building, which houses a 
500-seat auditorium, music .and 
art rooms. The building was 
donated by Italian Jews and 
Christians and named after 
Italy's first post-war president. 

Most of the furniture and all 
the wood-panelling in the build- 
ing was made by the pupils in 
the village workshops. Olive wood 
carvings and ceramic sculptures 
abound and illustrate the accent 
on art and beauty taught at the 
village.

Tel Masos was abandoned, while 
@ well-planned walled city, 
erected on Te] Beersheba, somewhat 
to the West. Characteristically, it 
was the first time a solid wall was 
erected around Beersheba, which 
was unfortified in Chalcolithic and 
First Iron Age itmes. After the 
reign of Solomon, Beersheba served 
as regional distribution centre, since 
huge store-rooms were unearthed 
near the outer wall of the city. 


Votive centre 


But before it was included in So- 
lomon’s vast administrative mesh, 
‘Beersheba was an open votive cen- 
tre. A well was discovered at the 
top of the hill. “This summer, we 
cleared it up a bit, going down 20 
metres, but we have not reached 
the bottom. Normally, drinking 
wells are dug in the wadis, nearest 
to the underground water sources. 
tf people took all 
dig from the top of the hill, when 
this was not needed for security 
reasons, it could only be because 
the well had a religious § signi- 
ficance.” 


The obvicus conclusion, in Prof. 
Aharoni’s eyes, is that it is actual- 
ly “the famous well, sanctified by 
patriarchal tradition” as Abraham's 
Well. 

A testimony to Beersheba’s glor- 
jous past was uncovered by the 
diggers this summer in the form 
of a large structure, 20 metres 
square, with five metre wails still 
standing. The remarkable thing 
about this structure is that it was 
erected within an artificial pit, dug 
deep into the hill, cutting across 
older ruins. The building is well 
preserved, though other plastered 
walis near it were blackened by 
the large fire which destroyed the 


town. 
Cultic reforms 


“The conjecture is that this build- 
ing stands in place of the temple 
which had stood there before. The 
temple was dismantled, stone by 
stone, and the material used in the 
underground construction. It is a 
dramatic witness to the cultie re- 
forms of Hezekiah, king of Judea, 
whom the Bible Jauds for destroying 
high places and altars outside 
Jerusalem,” Prof. Aharoni says. 

Traditions die hard. Several cen- 
turies after Sennacherlb levelled 
Beersheba, in the 8th century 
B.CE. an Hellenistic temple was 
erected near the site of the old 
pagan shrine. The digs of last 
summer made its outlines clear: 
four by 12 metres, with two ashlar 
Stones leading up to it from a 
large, 18 by 11 metre large court 
in the middle of which a sacrificial 
altar stood. All around the walls 
was a series of ovens in which the 
flesh of offerings was cooked, A rich 
collection of figurines and votive of- 
ferings of bronze, ivory, bone, 
faience glass, terra cotta and stone 
was found in the pits around the 
building. Beersheba, at the cross-

Wang Hong-wen — the successor? 


Wang Hung-wen will succeed Chou 
Bn-lai. No, say others, Vice-Premier 
Teng Hsiao-p’ing, the reformed “re- 
visicnist," has been chosen to take 
over from Chou En-lai Wang 
Hung-wen will succeed Chairman 
Mao himself. But it is hard to 
imagine a factory guard from Shan- 
ghai that few had heard of five 
years ego stepping into the shoes 
of the charismatic Chou, the found- 
er-member of the Chinese Commun- 
ist Party from whom even Mao 
took orders during the early 1930s 
— just as it is difficult to see this 
youthful Maoist running a huge 
governmental apparatus packed with 
moderate Party veterans. 

Tt would be absurd to assume 
that if Wang became Prime Minis- 
ter he could in every sense “suc- 
ceed” Chou En-lai — but it would 
be even more absurd to assume that 
if he became Chairman of the 
Chinese Communist Party he could 
“succeed” Mao Tse-tung. “A mon- 
key in a duke's robe” is still a 
monkey. There are interested parties 
in Peking who are making quite 
sure that this is not and 
the most interested party of all 
must by definition be the pragmatic 
champion of collective leadership, 
Premier Chou En-lai. 


THE SUCCESSION LAW of 1965 
provides that the parents of a ‘per- 
Son who dies intestate inherit one 
sixth of his estate. However, under 
the modern laws of succession in 
Europe and elsewhere, an estate 
goes first to the children and other 
descendants of the deceased. Only 
when there are no descendants, do 
the parents of the deceased and 
their descendants (that is the 
brothers and sisters, or nephews and 
nieces of the deceased) inherit as 
heirs of the second degree. The 
grandparents and their descendants 
(that is the uncles and aunts of the 
deceased) are heirs of the third 
degree and their turn to inherit 
comes only where there are no 
heirs of the first or second degrees. 


Turkish law 

In 1913, when Turkey and Ger- 
many were allies, the Turkish 
Government enacted a Provisional 
Law for the Inheritance of Miri 
Land (which was mostly agricul- 
tural land), the provisions of which 
were copied for the most part from 
the German Civil Code of 1896. The 
German Code followed the above- 
mentioned system of succession in 
accordance with degrees. But the 
Turkish Law included an exception: 
it vested parents (who are heirs of 
the second degree) with the right 
to inherit one-sixth of an estate 
even when there are children or 
other heirs of the first degree. This 
exception derives from the Koran 
which provides that parents shall 
inherit a share in the estates of 
their deceased sons, even if the 
latter have left children of their 
own — a provision which befitted 
the social conditions existing about 
1,300 years ago in the Arabian 
Desert, when people lived as no- 
madic tribes headed by a Shelkh 
who was the gramdfather of the 
related families and in any case re- 
sponsible for the subsistence of his 
orphaned grandchildren. 
(The Bible, in Numbers 27:8-11, 
lays down the following order of 
succession: son: if there 18 no son, 
daughter; if there is no daughter, 
the deceased's brothers; the de- 
ceased’s uncles on his father’s side; 
if there are none of these, then 
any other next of kin. Talmudic 
law, briefly, lays down the order 
as follows: the deceased's children

In 1923, the Mandatory Govern- 
ment gave this Provisional Ottoman 
Law the force of a general law 
applicable to intestate suecession for 
Palestinians other than Moslems, 
and this Jaw remained in force un- 
til the Israeli Succession Law was 
enacted in 1965. 


The draft text of the Succession 
Law followed the general lines of 
modern succession laws and did not 
contain the exception in favour of 
parents which was part of the 
Moslem-inspired mandatory law it 
was due to replace. The Knesset, 
however, amended the draft bill so 
as to include this exception. What 
moved them to do so doés not ap- 
pear from the minutes of the 
Knesset and one can only assume 
that the decision was taken in com- 
mittee, for reasons apparent only 
to the committee members. 


Experience has shown, particular- 
ly since the Yom Kippur War, that 
while the insertion of this provision 
in favour of parents has brought 
only Umited benefits to the parents 
of the deceased, it is liable to 
cause painful rifts betwen grand- 
parents, on the one hand, and their 
grandchildren, together with their 
widowed mother, on the other. 


The following typical example 
will serve to illustrate this point. 
A young man dies, leaving a widow 
and two small children. His estate 
consists of one half of ἃ two- 
roomed flat (the other half belong- 
ing to the widow) on which there 
ig a mortgage, plus a savings ac- 
count amounting to IL6,000 which 
is in his and his widow's joint 
names.

Back to teaching after a

sell the flat in order to move with 
her children to another home, she 
will net be able to do so without 
the consent and active participation 
of the grandparents, and if they 
do not co-operate, the widow and 
the children will have to bring a 
Court Action for partition, and wait 
ἃ year or more until it is heard. 

Such a state of affairs, without 
giving any substantial benefit to 
the parents of the deceased, would 
certainly result in a rift within 
the family. 


Inevitable friction 


In the few eases where the parents 
of the deceased, of their own in- 
itiative, give their legal share to 
the children, these problems do not 
arise. In other cases where widows 
approach their parents-in-law and 
ask them to waive their rights, 
they do so in mast instances with 
a feeling that they are heing de- 
prived of their lemtimate rights, 
and such a fecling has a bad ἰπ- 
fluence on family relations. 


In many cases, however, the 
parents are not prepared to waive 
their rights unless the widow ac- 
cepts their conditions, 6.5. that 
they should be guardians of the 
children in addition to the widow, 
or even instead of the widow, or 
that the share which passes to the 
children shall remain under the con- 
trol of the grandparents. If the 
widow rejects these conditions, the 
parents will insist on their® legal 
rights for what they are worth, And 
if the widow yields to their de- 
mands, the result may be the per- 
manent interference of the grand- 
parents in the affairs of the grand- 
children, with all the ‘ inevitable 
friction and other consequences. 


These problems could be avoided 
by the making of a will, which now 
no longer needs to be witnessed ir 
the testator has written, dated and 
signed it in his own handwriting. 
But in the nature of things, wills 
are not generally made by men in 
their prime. It is up to the Knesset 
therefore to correct the error they 
committed by their insertion of a 
provision into the Succession Law 
which is suitable only for nomadic 
tribes. If this correction couki be 
made retreactive for nomadic tribes, 
that would be all to the good.

standard, to create what he calls an 
“educational and scholastic atmos-

WHILE WESTERN AIRLINES face 
record deficits, Jay off staff and 
wonder whether bankruptcy is just 
around the corner, the Arab oil 
producing countries who have put 
them in this plight are, by a strange 
paradox, jetting into the supersonic 
aviation era. 

‘The oil Emirs are placing billion, 
dollar orders in and the 
United States for landing runways, 
airports and brand-new fleets of 
aircraft. The camel has been aban- 
doned in favour of the jumbo, the 
oasis for the fuel storage tank. 

The Arebs' relatively recent ob- 
session with air travel is a spin-off 
from their booming oil wealth, The 
arduous, isolated Hfe led by Western 
oil technicians has its compensation 
in generous vacations. The oil men 
number 10,000 and take a respite 
from the oil wells five or six times 
8 year, heading either for the Leb- 
anon if their leave period is short 
or for Europe and the United States 
when they can enjoy a longer break. 

To these 60,000 passengers must 
be added the crews of the oil 
tankers who are rotated at Dubai 
whence they fly back to their homes 
in Greece and Scandinavia. And, of 
course, there is the growing queue 
of emissaries from the Arab world 
now constantly travelling around 
the West in search of safe capitalist 
havens for their fabulous oil 
ro! , 

The Middle East's growing pass- 
enger public seems less. Lack. 
Ing enough home-bred specialists to 

the wheels of its economy 
turning, Kuwait has always ep- 
couraged immigration. Today 60 
per cent of the population is com- 
posed of foreigners, including 5,000 
Egyptians who monopolise the teach- 
ing profession. The Gulf States 
immigrant workers 
from Pakistan, India and Iran who 
yrovide a constant source of in- 
come for airline charter services.

Many of the 1,000,000 Yemenites 
living abroad — particularly in the 
United States where they work ag 
gatdenery — head for home every 
winter when the first North Amer- 
ican frosts begin to bite.

Abu 
Dhabi inaugurated its aerodrome 
four years ago and is planning a 
huge new complex for the 1980s 
Jeddah and Amman have scheduled 
new airports and Damascus, Baghdad 
“and Doha (Qatar) intend to build 
new air terminals. Kuwait is the 
Most ambitious of all: a third run- 
way and an airport capable of 
handling 3,000,000 passengers will 
go into service in 1978. 

The big American aircraft build- 
ers — Boeing, Douglas and Lockheed 
— are sedulously courting the Arab 
airlines with offers of modern trans- 
ports, Concorde and Airbus stimulat- 
ed scant interest during their recent 
Middle East tour. But if Iran Air 
confirms its options on the Angio- 
French supersonic plane, King 
Feisal of Saudi Arabia and the Emir 
of Kuwait are likely to follow suit 
fn order to maintain their own 
prestige. 

Current orders include ὁ Tristar 
1 1011s for Saudi Arabian Airlines, 
three Boeing 747s for M.E.A., and 
three Boeing 707s and two 737s for 
Iraqi Airways. Kuwait Airways and 
Gulf Air have yet to make their 
choice between the Boeing 747, the 
Douglas DC 10 and the Tristar.
